Revelations have come ‘to the District 
Attornéy which make the~Harlem graft 
colléctions seem small. These revelations 
concern crooked transactions between the 
police .and proprietors of every: kind of 
fllegal/resort that ever flourished in the 
lower Tenderloin. The particular section 
canvassed by the District Attorney’s staff 
is the Third Inspection District, consist- 
ing of a complete cross séction of Mzn-* 
hattan between Fourteenth and Forty- 
second Streets. Figures obtained by the 
District Attorney’s workers show that up 
to the time of the ,mutder of Herman 
Rosenthal no-less' than. $2,000,000 was col- 
lected in that district annually. The fix- 
ure used to express the grafting in the 
Harlem district was $250,000 a year. 

The Third Inspection District was regard- 
ed until last Summer as-the most privileged 
section of the city,, where any proprietor 
of a disreputable resort might open for 
business provided he ‘ fixed’’ the police 
regularly every month. Thera. were no 
limitations, it was: explained yesterday. 
Nothing- was too.bad for that district, 
and thé nly kinds of resorts that failed 
to doa land office business there were the 
disorderly flats. : Even after the Rosenthal 
murder some graft collections continued.

May Hurt American Investments. 


It is contended here that if the -agree- 
ment does exist President Wilson must 
necessarily pause before he proceeds to 
recognize the new Government, and it 
ray cause him embarrassment as the 
consequences of his declaration against 
the Chinese loan are unfolded. The New 
York bankers, who were glad to be re- 
leased from their agreement to partici-

WASHINGTON, March 2@-—It can now 
be positively stated/ that.a good deal of 
general legislation will be brought for- 
ward’ at the extraordinary session, and 
it is probable that some measures of con- 
siderabie Argportance will be enacted. 
President Wilson’s summons for the ses- 
sign did not specify any subjects to be 
considered by Congress, but/it was. known 
that the tariff was the compelling cause 
of the session. It was also gererally as- 
sumed that banking.and currency legis- 
lation would hold a prominent place along 
with the tariff. 

In fact, encouraged by the rapid prog- 
ress already made in the preparation. of 
a tariff revision bill,, close friends uf 
President Wilson predicted to-night that 
there surely would be currency reform be- 
fore the extra. session of Congress ad- 
journed next Summer. — 

The President talked informally with 
some of his callers. about the prospects 
for currency legislation. They went away 
convinced that while the President would 
dévote .himself first and foremost. to 
tariff revision, he now hoped that at least 
a start on monetary reform, if not ac- 
tual legislation,. would be possible in the 
extra session. 

From the first the President has be- 
lMeved in the necessity for immediate 
currency reform, andthough anxious that 
Congress. should focus its attention and 
that of the Nation on the tariff question, 
he never has biven up the idea of get- 
ting a currency measure before the coun- 
try within a few months. Some of. his 
friends sfid to-day that they were: par- 
ticularly hopeful for currency reform be- 
cause of the attitude of Democratic lead- 
ers in Congress toward expeditious action 
on. the tariff.

AIRSHIP WRECKED. AT ANCHOR 


Soldiers Manning Zep Zeppelin’s Ropes 
Lifted Seventy. Feet In. Hurricane.

FIRST TURNS IN THE ALARM 


Then Makes Four Trips to Fifth Floor 
to Rescue Unconscious Employes 
—Four Firms Lose $75,000.

It took-.all the fire apparatus south of 
Fourteenth Street and a squadron of fire- 
boats four hours yesterday to subdue a 
spectacular fire in a six-story building at 


16. Pearl Street, midway between’ White- 
shall and State Streets, and from 10:30 


@r|o’clock, when it was discovered, until 2 


P. M., when it was got under control, 
there never was a, minute when there was 
not danger of it spreading out among the 
ancient structures in the lower part of 
State Street. ’ 

Patrolman John Schaunel of the Old 
Slip Station, who discovered the fire, 
worked His way through the blinding 
smoke to the fifth floor of the building 
and rescued three girls who had been 
overcome by the smoke. 

The building was tenanted by firms en- 
gaged for the most part in the manu- 
facture’ of toilet preparations, such as 
ammonia, talcum powder and various cos- 
metics. Owing to the pungent fumes and 
the stifling odors and acrid smoke blown 
down upon them from above, the firemen 
had to work in relays. Several were over- 
come, but none was seriously injured, and 
later on all were able to return to their 
posts. 

Probably 15 persons weré at work in 
the building when the fire was discovered, 
and. at least 100 of these were young wo- 
men and girls. When Policeman Schaunel 
climbed to the top floor he told the girls 
that all would escape unhurt if they would 
just keep cool and follow him, and then 
he led them down through the smoke to 
safety. 

By this time the upper floors of the 
building were on fire, but Schaunel feared 
that some of the girls might have fallen 
by the way, so for a second time he 
worked his way through the smoke to the 
fifth floor, where he found three girls, 
one of them entirely overcome and the 
other two nearly so. The two still able to 
stand up wére trying to rescue the third, 
who was Alice Hagan of 74 West Street. 
Schaunel took the unconscious girl in his 
arms, and, bidding the other two to fol- 
low close behind, got them all out in 
safety. 

A third and then a fourth time Schaunel 
worked his way through fire and smoke 
to that fifth floor, and each time stag- 
gered out bearing the unconscious form 
of a young girl. On the third trip he 
rescued Florence O’Connor of 14 State 
Street, Brooklyn, and with he# rescue the 
police and firemen were able to check up 
all the persons who had been in the Bufld- 
<= when the fire started. ! 

ith the first alarm came Chief Ken- 
lon, who quickly turned in a second and 
then a third alarm, which brought all the 
apparatus south of Fourteenth Street as 
well as the fireboats. It was the stub- 
borhes sort of a blaze, and as Pear! Street 
is little more than a narrow lane at that 
point the firémen found ft almost impos- 
sible to combat it from the street. hief 
Kenlon ordered hose carried to the upper 
floors of a skyscraper on State Street, 
the rear windows of which looked out on 
the burning building, and soon a dozen 
streams were being played on it from as 
many windows in the skyscraper.

CONVICTED OF\KILLING WIFE 


But Juror Doubted Son’s Story That 
Spear Told Him He Meant to 
Slay His Mother. 


Alexander Spear of 247 Eldridge Street, 
who has been on trial for the murder of 
his wife on Feb. 6, was convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree Before Justice Sea- 
bury in the Criminal Branch of the Su- 
preme Court yesterday.

At present there are only three such 
schools in the city, all in Manhattan, 
and they. were established in 1905°.and 
1907, in a measure as an experiment, to 
relieve congestion. Dr. Bachman declares 
that although these at once proved their 
value a this purpose, none have ‘been 
organized since. bid 

hough the City Superintendent and 
the Board of Education are both favor- 
able to intermediate schools and to in- 
creasing the number of them, Dr. Bach- 
man points out_that.certain associate 
and District Superintendents and Prin- 
cipals regard them unfavorably, and that 
the unsupported opinions of the latter 
have prevailed. 

Dr. achman figures out the difference 
in cost between the two kinds of scnools 
by gies the number of school-.), 
rooms required, the ‘number of teachers, 
and the equipment and supplies needed 
for the instruction of a given nuntber. 
Comparing the two kinds of schools, he 
finds that the intermediate’ schools re- 
uire 5 per cent. fewer regular classrooms, 
7 per cent. fewer manual training shops, 
17 per cent. fewer cooking rooms, and 18 
per cent. fewer gymnasiums. The 4iffer- 
ence of 38 rooms required in favor of the 
intermediate schools, he declares, repre- 
sents a saving of-from 6.75 to 8.70 per 
cent. in rooms; or $400,000 in original in- 
vestment, and an annual difference of 6.88 
per cent. in cost of upkeep and operating 
expenses. 

He finds also tnat 5.33 per -cent. fewer 
regular class teachers, 8.01 per cent. few- 
er manual training teachers, and 8.01 per 
cent. fewer cooking teachers—the three 
kinds of teachers employed—are required 
to instruct a given. number of pupils in 
intermediate schools than in schools hav- 
ing all grades. Combining these results, 
he finds that ‘the intermediate schools 
require fewer teachers than schools 'nav- 
ing all grades by 5.36 per cent. As before, 
this: difference represents a difference in 
annual cost of not less than $35,000 in 
favor of the intermediate schools: 

In. equipment, too, he declares there 
would be a saving in the intermediate 
schools by from 19.11 per cent. tO 27.32 
per cent. in shops, from 6.31 to 17.10 per 
cent. in cooking rooms,,and 18.17 per cent. 
in gymnasiums. 

This difference in ‘cost, he declares, 
would enable the city--if 20,000 seventh 
and eighth year pupils could be brought 
into intermediate schools—to save imme- 
diately enough to provide for the erec- 
tion of a school building of thirty-nine 
rooms, and for the total annual cost of 
operating such a school. 

Taking up the relative efficiency of 
the two types of schools, Dr. Bachman 
found that more seventh and eighth year 
pupiis fail in the regular —— 
schools than.in the ‘intermediate schools, {| 
Judging this by a record of first and 
second term pupils in the high, schools 
he found that the graduates of all-gta(iie 


Schools showed. 68 per cent. successes and* Tg 


32 per cent. failures in the first term, and; 
72 er cent. successes and~28 per, cent.. 
failures in the second term; while the 
graduates of the intermediate. schools 
showed in the first term 70 per cent. 
Nee geen and 30 per cent. failures, and 

thé second term 8&2 per cent. successes 
failures. 

He enumerated also these advantages 
of the intermediate school opportunities:

SECRETARY GARRISON’S POSITION. 

The statement of Secretary Gar- 
RISON of his view of the needs of the 
army is clear and gratifying because 
it shows’ that the opponents of intelll- 
gent army reform in Congress are no 
more likely to control this Admin- 
istration than they did ‘the last. Mr. 
Garrison undoubtedly speaks for the 
President as well as for himself and 
his department. He does not urge a 
present increase of the regular army. 
As a matter of fact, no such increase 
was urged by his predecessor, or is 
favored by Gen. Woon, the Chief of 
Staff. The fact, however, that we 
have only a skéleton army of about. 
35,000 trained. men, apart from the 
forces in our outlying possessions, and 
the coast defenses, which could not 
be called upon for other service, makes 
urgent some intelligent plan for meet- 
ing an emergency. The Secretary - of 
War points out\that the quick filling 
up. of the skeleton companies of {n- 
fantry and cavalry with raw recruits 
would decrease their efficiency by 
more than 50 per’ cent. In his own 
phrase “we are not even prepared 
to prepare.” 

The Secretary’s plan is to spare no 
efforts to develop an effective reserve. 
Obviously he favors the short enlist- 
ment plan. A competent young man 
who.has served in the army two years 
and returned to elvil life will be as 
good a soldier when called upon as 
ene who has served a longer term of 
enlistment. If there is to be a seven 
years’ term the Secretary would. divide 
it into. three years with the dolors.and 
four in q reserve force, with an option 
to the enlisted man to retire from ac- 
tive, service in two years, “if he hag 
“proved himself efficient and sufft- 
“‘elently. educated and equipped mil- 
“Harily?

“the National -Guard,” a ~ process 
which is’ already fn operation but Is 
susceptible to improvement, a reserve 
force equal to any emergency will be 
constituted.

- For 
the amount of this total’ it was proposed 
to issue. preference shares entitling the 
owners to a cumulative preferencedivi-. 
dend of 6 per cent:, which might fairly be 
called the wages of capital. 

At the end of each year, aftér the“pay- 
ment of this.dividend, the balance of net 
profit would. be equally: divided between 
the owners of the busiffess and the co- 
partners.

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|WANT 6 GLOVE DUTY CHANGED. | 


Importers Have Trouble Over Differ- 
“ent ‘Rates for. Men and Women. 


Importers of gloves at ‘New York and 
other large certres intend to press upon 
Chah‘man Underwood ‘of the, Ways. and 
Means Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives th 
the’ new Tariff act of the provision 
covering men’s “and women’s cotton 
gloves. 

According to the: Customs officials at 
New York, foreign manufacturers have 
been making men’s glovés which pay a 
duty of 50 per cent to appear ‘as women’s 
gloves: which pay. a duty of 40. per cent. 
and invoicing them accordingly. If these 
gloves are Passed as women’s gloves, 
even though they are intended to: sell. 
for men’s’ use, the importers protest’ to 
the Board of. United States General Ap- 
praisers. While the officials admit that 
the rate “is practically prohibitive, this 
fact, the Hxaminers contend, cannot in- 


fluence their action, as relief must come 
through legislative action by) Congress 
in the new. bill to. be considered at fine 
special session. 

Importers said ze terday that a favorite 
practice of the Examiners is: to try on 
the gloves at the Appraiser’s Stores, and 
if they fir, to return them for duty as 
men’s gloves,- It was said in trade circles 
that, such a test is erroneous, as many 
women use a lage size of glove, while 
men not. infequently use a_ size’ cor- 
responding with the average women’s 
measprement. 


RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Dyers’ and Silk Workers’ Strikes 
Hitting Business Hard Here. 


Cable ‘advices from Italy report.. the 
Milan raw silk market ‘firm, with an up- 
ward tendency. The demand from the 
European manufacturers keeps up well 
and the reelers are loath to accept pres. 
ent prices. The Yokohama market con- 
tinues quiet,, and a slight shading of 
prices on the better grades is reported,

THE KNIT GOODS MART. 


Fall Trade Opening Slowly with Job- 
bers—Mills Behind in Deliveries. 


Jobbers’ salesmen .now out. with Fall 
lines of hosiery and underwear are not 
doing so well in a business way as ex- 
pected in the face of the good Spring de- 
mand experienced to date, The trade ap- 
pears optimistic, however, and looks for- 
ward to heavier buying as the season 
progresses. Spring duplicates were al- 


ready beginning to come in well from the 
buyers who were in the market. early. 
The season as a whole, has so far been 

much more Satisfactory than that of 
1912, with, hosiery much. more in de- 
mand’ at the moment than underwear. 
Cancellations and returns have been 
lighter than usual to date with the lead- 
ing houses in the trade, and collections 
are reported good -in view of the Hastern 
money stringency. 

In the primary knit ‘goods market the 
feature appears to be the continued de- 
mand from buyers for prompt deliveries. 
Some of. the prominent hosiery mills are 
said:te be from three weeks to:two months 
behind in their shipments, and this con- 
dition is reflected to some ‘extent in the 
underwear end ofthe trade.
